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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 7-8, and 1 1 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's Remarks, filed on 10/31/2005, have been carefully reviewed with 
update search. Consequently, reasons for allowance of claims 1-4, 7-8, and 1 1 as 
stated below. 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or fairly 
suggest, the features of a cellular phone is including first and second housings, forming 
a pair of housings, folded upon each other when the cellular phone is closed, the 
cellular phone comprises two planar antennas disposed within the pair of housing, 
wherein the planar antennas is detecting and evaluating an impedance change and a 
physical quantity of a reflective wave caused by the impedance change on an electric- 
power transmission path provided inside the cellular phone, one of the two planar 
antennas, which has preferred transmission characteristics, is determined, selected, 
and used, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1, 
and further limitations of their respective dependent claims 2-4, 7-8, and 11.
